On a report, dated 27th February, 18S9, 
from the minister of marine and fisheries, 
staling, with reference to an order-in- 
council dated '.'tith .November, ItWi, relative 
to the British Columbia salnion llshcrio- , 
thai i he regulations were prepared after 
resolutions passed by tho British Columbia 
board of trade on the 22nd of March, 1\V\ 
representing the necessity for additional 
protection.

The minister further states that the pre- 
sent regulations were concurred in by the 
local inspector of fisheries, and thai, since 
the enactment of theso regulations objec- 
tions have been urged by the board of 
trade above referred lo and by person-, 
engaged in canning on tho Froser River. 
These objections may be stated as follows: | Oreorge

Savannah, Ga., April 6. — At 6:55 
o'clock to-night tire broke out in Ho- 
gan'a dry goods store, coiner of 
Broughttii) and Barnard streets. Soon 
the tire had ru to almost overy part 
of the building, and those m it had 
barely time to escape with their lives. 
The tiro was communicated to the 
crockery store of Jones, Douglass & 
Co., immediately easi of Hog<tn's, and 
it was all ablaze in s short time. This 
building n as i lie. of the finest business 
blocks in the city. 

Tho tire next wc t from tho corner 
of Barnard and State streets through 
12 or 15 brick dwelling houses, com- 
pletely destroying them, They repre- 
" a loss of 875,000, including 
contents. 

Tho air was tilled with sparks, one 
of which lodged on the steeple of the 
Independence Presbyterian chinch, 
corner of Bull and South Broad 
streets, four or live blocks from the 
starting point of the lire, The church 
was totally destroyed, as was also its 
handsome brick Sunday school build- 
ing and four or live contiguous 
dwellings. 

In the meantime the lire communi- 
cated to the cupola on a large four 
storey building used as i\ storu for 
paints, oils and builders' materials by 
Andrew Hanley. Tho loss on build- 
ing and contents is probably 680,000. 

Across the street from this was the 
handsome new brick arsenal of the 
Savannah Guards battalion, which 
was totally destroyed. It represents 
a loss of fully 885,000. Ten or 15 
wooden dwellings havo also boon 
burned. 

Tlio total loss will doubtless rjach 
$1,600,000, and tho insurance will bo 
much less. Some loss of life may bo 
developed to-morrow. 

At midnight the lire is under con- 
trol. In addition to tho buildings 
already mentioned, tho tiro Bwopt 
away all the structures on each side of 
Whittaker street between York and 
South Broad streets. They were not 
tiuo buildings, but will probably add 
825,000 to the loin.s mentioned in tho 
earlior despatches. The lire also 
swept along tho north side of Bull 
Htr.iot. No loss of life has been re- 
ported yet, and no casualties. 

Neighboring cities promptly started 
tiro companies, but wore turned back 
before reaching here. Later estimates 
of tho total loss justify tho previous 
statement of §1,500,000.

The Gov- 
ernment has approved of the 
Canada Western Llailway scheme 
and has promised the men 
who shall build the road a land sub- 
sidy. This is tiie head and fronl of 
the Government's offending. This is 
what has soured the milk of human 
kindness in the breast of our Van- 
couver contemporary; anil this is the 
cause of Lhe obliquity of its political 
vision. This is the Government's 
great sin, which has turned what a 
little while ago were its virtues into 
vices. Before the Government had 
the audacity tn subsidise a road, which 
may in the course of time become a 
rival of the Canadian Pacific in 
British Columbia, it was, in the 
estimation of our contemporary, a 

it has been guilty of this offense 
against the idol of its worship it is a 
fearfully bul Government, which the 
people in their might must rise and 
hurl from power. The 0. P. It. is 
before everything ami above every- 
thing; ami he who will not bow al. its 
shrine deserves to be thrown into a 
furnace seven times heated, It is 
evident that, the creed of our contem- 
porary is composed of these three ca- 
balistic characters. 

Our contemporary, like many other 
devotees, imagines that the object of 
his worship should be regarded with 
awe and reverence by all the rest of 
the world, and thatan offence against if 
is deserving of severe ami immediate 
punishment. But ii will find that it 
has made a great mistake in imagin- 
ing that Lhe feu fanatics from whom 
it reeei' is its inspiration are all the 
world. 'here are many, even in this 
Province, who do not believe it to be 
their duly to make the interests of the 
C. P. R., real or fancied, their first 
consideration. Thoy are such here- 
tics as to believe I in' British Colum- 
bia Was not mad.; for the O. I'. I!., 
and thai its governments do not hold 
office at the pleasure id' the C. 1'. R. 
The Government in extending encour- 
agement to lhe Canadian Western 
had in view the welfare, present and 
future, of lhe whole Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. They believed that if 
that road were buili lhe people of the 

whole Province would be benefitted. 
They saw that ii they could by giving 
the constructors a .-mall part of the 
land along lhe route make the whole 
region which is now wilderness avail- 
able for settlement, I hey do Very 
much towards euuanoing the value of 
the public domain and making tho 
country prosperous. How the change 
Would affoct the C. P. 1!. was, we are 
afraid, a matter to which thoy never 
gnve a thought. They are the repre- 
sentatives ol the people of the Province 
and not of the G. P. El'., and they 
are in duty bound to give 
their first nntl best consideration 
to tlio interests of tho people whom 
they rouriwent. T is may nooin 
singular til the News-Advertiser, but 
to thone who do n.it regard the 
O.P.R. as their author and disposer 

it appears quite natural and alto- 
gether right. That it is the duty of 



the Government to give all the sit- 
courugenient in their powor to the 
men who succeed in building a rail- 
road across the province to the pass 
opening to 'die plains beyond the 
Rock-y Mountains every thinking 
British Columbian must admit. If 
they did not do so, or lost the chance 
by haggling about terms they would 
deserve the sevorost condemnation. 
Strange as it may appear to the wor- 
shipper of the C. P. R., the Govern- 
ment, wo are quite sure, occupies to- 
day a higher place in the esteem of 
the great majority of tho people of 
this province than it did before it 
gave its support to tho great railway 
sehonie of which some of tho best and 
tho most patriotic of the inhabitants 
of British Columbia are the pro- 
moters. 



A FUGITIVE FltUM JUSTICE. 

The Quebec Government is at last 
making an energetic attempt to cap- 
ture the Rob Roy of tho Eastern 
Townships. It has sent J udgo Dugas 
with a posse of policemen and detec- 
tives into Megantic. They have been 
at work for some time without suc- 
cess. Tho settlers, both Highlanders 
and French, offer tho authorities a 
passive but very effectual resistance. 
They are, to a man and woman, on 
tho side of Morrison. They keep a 
strict watch on tho constables aud on 
every stranger that enters the country, 
and they keep the fugitive and his 
friends well posted with respect to all 
their movements. The constables 
often hear where Morrison was ; but 
whore he is at any given time they 
can never find out. Whenever they 
go to a place expecting to find him, 
they hear that ho wus there a few 
hours before. Not long ago, the 
constables and newspaper reporters 
wore in a village on the look out for 
Morrison. Thoy scoured the neigh- 
borhood in every direction. They 
had the mortification afterwards to 
hear that the mail thoy were hunting 
tor, high and low, was in their midst 
quietly eating his breakfast ilia house 
not a stone's throw from tho head- 
quarters of the police. Judge Dugas' 
mission seems to be to impress the 
people with tho danger of harboring 
i fugitive from justice, lie is Lrying 
to convince them that the man or 
woman who jjives Morrison food and 
.-.bolter, and who aids him in eluding 
iho officers of justice is doing what is 
morally wrong, and what exposes him 
or her to punishment, He has not, 
as far as appearances go, met with 
much success. Morrison, at any rate, 
is still at large. He gets what food 
ho needs, and every door is open to 
lum. A largo reward has been offered 
for his apprehension, and although 
de is every day seen by residents of 
lhe county, and although be is neces- 
sarily compelled to trust many, no 
■ ■ne seems to have tho remotest 
intention uf delivering up to the 
authorities or of aiding the con- 
stables to capture him. Their fidelity 
s surprising to those who are not 
acquainted with the highland char- 
icier. .1 ihIlto Dugas despairing of 
getting any help from the people, has 
commenced arresting those whom he 
has reason to believe have aided and 
ibetted Morrison in keeping out of 
the reach of justice. Six of thoin 
have been taken and warrants are 
out for several others. The prosecu- 
tion of his friends may have the effect 
of inducing Morrison to give himself 
up. If he does not do so there scums 
lobe no probability of his neighbors 
betraying him, no matter how much 
they may suffer. It does seem singu- 
lar to see the people of almost a 
whole county uniting to save from 
arrest a man who killed an officer of 
the law. Morrison's neighbors do 
not look upon him as a criminal. 



THE SHATTERED COMBINE. 

The collapse of the copper ring was 
the great finauciat ovent of the past 
month. This disaster carried dismay 
into financial circles in Prance. 
When it came to be known that the 
Comptoir d'Escompte.the second great 
banking institution in Franco, was in- 
volved in the ruin of speculators in 
copper, the failure was looked upon 
us a national calamity. When the 
syndicate was first formed those inter- 
ested in its success boasted that fail- 
ure was almost an impossibility, 
for the resources of capital at its back 
were practically inexhaustible. And 
thuy had warrant for what thoy said, 
The Societe des Motaux which was 
openly and directly interested in the 
speculation had a capital of $10,000,- 
1100 and a reserve of $1,500,000. But 
back of this Societd was the Comp- 
toir d'Escompte which had a capital of 
815,000,000 with a reserve of $4,000,- 
000. 'file public had deposits in the 
latter institution to the amount of 
100,000,000 francs. Vet with all its 
capabilities ami responsibilities it 
oacked tho copper syndicate to the 
utmost extent of its resources. It 
is no wonder when tho day of evil 
came, and tho nature of tho calamity 
became apparent, that the President 
mil a pistol to his head and blew his 
brains oui rather than face the men 
ivhoso confidence he had abused. The 
whole of the capital and reserves of 
those groat concerns, over $30,000- 
000, have gone in the great smash. 
Some idea of the completeness of tho 
ruin that has overtaken them may be 
formed from tho fact that 500 franc 
shares of the Comptoir d'Escompte 
which previous to the collapse sold 
tor 1,000 francs, were worth a week 
afterwards 100 francs, ami shares in 
the Societe des Mul.aiix, which readily 
brought 1,200 francs before the fail- 
ure, cannot now bo sold for 25 francs. 
Had it not been that tho Bank of 
France intervened and advanced the 
Comptoir d'liscomptH 100,000,000 
francs the depositors would have lost 
every cent of their money, But the 
Bank of Prance was prevailed on by 
tho Government and BI)mu f t j lu 



great capitalists interested to go to 
tho rescue of tho ruined concern, and 
to take as security the assets of tho 
wreck. French speculators have 
been taught a lesson which it is ex- 
pected thoy will not easily forget. 
They thought that they had cor- 
nered the copper of Iho world for 
many years to come, and they raised 
its price to a figure which gavu them 
immense profits. But their prospority 
waa only temporary. The consump- 
tion of copper fell off unaccountably. 
Tho consumers collected old copper 
and used whatever would answer as 
a substitute, rather than buy copper 
at the syndicate's prices. The stock 
of copper accumulated on the hands 
of the speculators until they were 
buried under it, so to speak. The 
price of copper has fallen from .(.'SO a 
ton to £40, and it is not certain that 
it has struck bottom yet. Those who 
■ire in a position to know say that there 
are on hand awaiting buyers between 
1(10,000 and 200,000 tons. While 
copper was booming, copper mine 
block went up higher than it ever 
reached before. But with tho down- 
fall of the copper syndicate t his milling 
stock has fallen. The stock of the 
Rio Tinto baa fallen from 000 
francs to about half that sum. 
Bradstreet'o says that "a loss from 
shrinkages mounting up towards 
150,000,000 francs is seen in tho 
securities directly involved in the 
syndicate's downfall.'' Tho history 
of this giant combine- contains a lesson 
which the makers of corners, great 
and small, would do well to take to 
heart.

E. P. Loaoock, of Wjniiipog, ia to 
lio appointed postoffiee itiBpeotor of 
Manitoba and tlv« Northwest. 

Tho Oakland, Oal., high aohool waa 
destroyed by fire oh Saturday. Loss 
£40,000. Insurance §22,000. 

Mary Sandera was shot and fatally 
wounded by her drunken husband at 
Sun Francisco on Saturday Inst. 

Clins. Rally, a prominent farmer (it 
Biggs, 0al.j and worth $00,000, IjIcw 
his brains out with u rillo on Friday 
night. 

Rev. Andrew Beattio, of Toronto, 
waa attacked by footpads on Sunday 
nit;ht. Ho was badly beaten and re- 
lieved of his watch and a sum of 
money. 

Steamship City of Sydney, which 
arrived at San Francisco from Flontf- 
kong on Saturday, brought SO 10 
pounds of opium, the duty on which 
was §80,100. 

The body of a wood ranger named 
Gildon was found in the river at Kil- 
kenny with hia skull ciushed. It ia 
believed hu was murdered on account 
of agrarian troubles. 

The reconl Ihc in the imperial pal- 
ace at Pokin is said to have been 
started by attendants to remove all 
proof of fraud in the accounts and of 
the theft of furs and Bilks, of which a 
largo quantity had been Btolon and 
sold. 

Miss MacLelan, of Hamilton, who 
has been missing for a week, has been 
'found alive in a brick kiln ill the 
western part of the city. Sho is 
insane, and appears to have fasted 
since she was first missed. 

News has reached Reginn of a ter- 
rilic cyclone in Lung Lake settlement 
on Sunday last. A path fifty yards 
wide was mowed through the bluffs, 
and many houses and barns were 
blown down but no one injured. 

Rev. J. .J. Dobbin, of Brampton, 
was tried on Monday. The boys 
whom lie was alleged to have assaulted 
wore the only witnesses examined, but 
as they were consenting parties to the 
offense the court had to acquit the 
prisoner. 

Royal salutes are authorized to be 
fired on the anniversary of the Queen's 
birthday and Dominion day at the 
following stations: Victoria, Winni- 
peg, London, Toronto, Kingston, 
Ottawa, Mo trcal, Quebec St. John, 
N. I!., Oliarlottetown, P. E.l, 

A party of Winnipeggers leave Win- 
nipeg on Thursday mi a trip to the 
A ret ie ocean. They w ill go via Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, and follow the 
route taken by Lord Lonsdale to the 
Mackenzie river, whence they will go 
diveet north to the Arctic ocean. 

Pears are entertained at San Fran- 
cisco for the safety "f the American 
ship J. D. I'eters, from Newcastle, 
with a cargo of coal. The fact that 
she left two days after I he ship Red 
Cross and one day after the ship 
Suakim, both • >( which vessels have 
been reported lost, leads many to 
think that she has met with disaster. 

Mrs. Wilson, widely known by her 
maiden name, [da la wis, added 
another on Saturday to the long list 
of lives saved by tier. Her uncle, 
Henry Lewis, 70 years of age, while 
returning from fishing in a small skiff, 
fell overboard in the harbor at New- 
port, near the Lime Rock lighthouse, 
of which she is the keeper. She saw 
the accident, put out in a boat and 
rescued him in an exhausted condi- 
tion. 

The Dominion Government has de- 
cided to build the link of 120 miles to 
complete the short Canadian Pacific 
Railway line in New Brunswick, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway agreeing to 
operate it. The Canadian I^cilic 
Railway declined to build it because 
it had given no pledge to construct 
the section required by the lower 
province. The members of the Oppo- 
sition will objoct to this and it is 
likely to prolong the session. 

A big lawsuit is likely to arise be- 
tween tho Hudson Bay Co. and the 
Northern Pacific and Manitoba rail- 
roads. Bridges, late land commis- 
sioner of the former company, sold 
the hitler companies 20 acres of land 
along the river front, almost in the 
heart of the city of Winnipeg, for the 
nominal sum of 810,000. The former 
company now repudiates the sale, on 
the ground that Bridges was not 
authorized to make the deal. The 
purchasers have already built quite 
extensively mi the. tract. 

The will of the late Hon. John H. 

Pope has been made public, His 
possessions, it seemed, did not ex- 
ceed §350,000. His Btock farm, to- 
gether with the thoroughbrsd horses 
and cattle valued at §125,000, are 
loft to his only sou, Rufus Pope, 
with a cash bequest of ."roil, 000. To 
Mrs. Ives, his only daughter, he left 
§35,000 and 5,000 acres of land, in- 
cluding Ilia gold mining property. To 
his malegrand I il Irui he left S10,- 
000 each, to be invested for their 
future benefit. The balance of his 
fortune ho bequeathed to his wife as 
residuary legatee. Mr. Rufus Pope, 
his son, will become a candidate for 
the representation of Compton.

on both sides. In the Franco-Prus- 
sian war llie 1"<"- of tho Germans was 
3,1 per cent. ; in tho Crimean war the 
Allies lost 3.2 por cent. j in tlie Aus- 
trian war tlie loss was L'.li per cent. 
In the Atnerioan civil war the Union 
loss was 4,7 per cent, and that of 
the Confederates '.) per cent. There is 
u close parallel drawn between the 
battle ol Waterloo h d the battle of 
Gettysburg. "At Waterloo the French 
numbered sO.OOO men and 2o'J 
guns; the Allies numbered 72,000 and 
181! guns. At Gettysburg, tho Union 
army numbered 8-,0(IO men and 300 
guns; the Confederates, 70,000 and 
250 guns. At. Waterloo, Wellington's 
army lost 23,186; at Gettysburg, 
Mead's army lost 23,0O.'t. The loss of 
the French at Waterloo has never been 
officially announced, but has boon 
estimated at 20,300; tho Corfoderate 
loss at Gettysburg, as officially re- 
ported by the Confederate sttrgeOn- 
generftl, was 20,448, to which must
